I. C. C. PLANjS APPROYED 


Policy of Continued Unification of 


Operation of Two Eailroads 


Endorsed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The Inter- 
state commerce commission plan for 
continued unified operation of the 
Southern Pacific and Central Pacific 
railroads, ordere 
divorced by the 


supreme court has received the ap 
proval of all parties to the case except 
the Oregon state railroad commission, 
it was revealed at arguments before 
the commisison today. 


The plan,-if finally ordered by the 


commission will permit the acquisition 
by the Southern Pacific of control of 
the Central Pacific by lease and etock 
ownership until 1984, subject'to con- 
ditions imposed by the commission.- 
Chief among these is that no discrimi- 
nation in point of time, rates or ser- 
vice shall be made by the Southern 
Pacific of the Ogdea and El. Paso 
routes. 


Announcing the Southern 
Pacific's 


approval of the plan, Fred H .Wood, 
counsel fo rthe roads, declared to the 
commission that it would insure equal- 
ity of opportunity as to time, rates and 
service ,over both the Ogden and El 
Paso routes, would prevent dismem- 
berment of an important transporta- 
tion vice on the Pacific coast, insure 
competition and prevent the Southern 
Pacific by its power from influencing 
the movement of traffic over either 
route to the disadvantage of the other. 


Wood argued that the commission 


should modify the provision requiring 
the Southern Pacific to make the same 
rate to all connections of the Central 
Pacific at Ogden. This, he' said, 
"would crucify the service via the 
Ogden route-~at the expense 
of the 


Denver . and Rio Grande," and make 
the weaker road the criterion of-trans; 
continental service. 


Replying to a- question put to him by 


Chairman Meyer, Wood declared that 
he believed- the commission had the 
power to revoke the lease if any viola- 
tion of the conditions of the present 
plan occurred. 


Wood made plain, that the Southern 


Pacific 
agreed to the 
termination 


clause ./Which enables the commission 
to;end"the'lease if it finds it is an ob- 
stacle 'ito its -final consolidation plan. 
• -"Judge Benton,/counseL -for. the -na- 
tional 
association 
of railway, : and 


utilities commissioners," appeared on 
behalf of 'the-; Oregon commission to 
oppose the plan. 


Oregon's"urgent construction needs 


were ignored by the plan, Benton 
stated. Instead of providing for the 
competition 
contemplated 
by the 


supreme court decision separating the 
roads ,it stifled competition in Oregon 
between 
the Central Pacific and 


Southern Pacific.

What to Do When a Child 
Suffers from a Convulsion

UNG mothers have much to learn. In learning 
these things they mast have many painful experi- 
ences. Being a,mother is an anxious and trying 


thing. I have the greatest respect and admiration for 
every mother. What a mother endures entitles her to 
universal love and consideration. 


Among the frightful experiences is to have the 


baby suffer from convulsions. If yon never witnessed 
an attack you do not know how terrifying it is, and 
unless you have seen your own child in convulsions you 
will never have the slightest conception of what a 
mother suffers in her agony of apprehension. 


Without -warning, a child, perfectly well up to this 


moment, -suddenly becomes stiff in arms and legs. The body is rigid and 
the head is drawn backward. The eves are staring and fixed or else they 
are rolled upward behind the lids. Even-f

the breathing stops because of the rig- 
idity of the entire body. 


After this first stagre, there are rapid 


contractions of the muscles of arms, 
legs, face and eyea. 


In a favorable case the convulsive 


movements grow less violent and m a 
few minutes the attack is over. 
Convulsions In a child take the place 


of chills in grown persons. They may 
usher in a fever of some sort- Scarlet 
fever, measles, wbooptng-ooug-h, men- 
ingitis and pneumonia often begin this 
way.Worms, stomach disturbance. Indi- 
gestion and toxic effects 
of various 
sorts, may produce convulsions. The 
kidneys are a prolific cause of con- 
vulsive attacks. 
Anemia. 
undernourishment, 
func- 


tional 
disorders 
of the 
brain 
and 


nervous system and disturbances of 
the circulation are other factors which 
must be considered, 
Improper feeding is the most com- 


mon, cause of convulsions. If an at- 
tack occurs there should be made an 
immediate inquiry to determine what 
is wrong with the methods of feeding 
and the choice of foods.

sions. Likewise, there are drugs which 
may be used by injection for this pur- 
pose. 


Rectal ' enemas are very 
useful. 


Emptying the bowel serves to stop the 
spasms. 


One attack should be a warning to 
Investigate the health and, particularly, 
the methods of feeding the child. All 
the rules of hygiene should be practiced 
or m health, with convulsions, may 
ensue.

Methods—How to Avoid "Blocking Off"—Other De- 
fense Methods.

During the fifteen years in which Io 


have been engaged in the game of bas- 
ketball I have managed to come in 
contact with any number of styles of 
defense. I realized quite early in mj 
career that a strong defense was a 
most important factor for the success 
of a team, and I therefore spent a 
great deal of time and thought in the 
stu'dy of this subject. 
Many teams 


with excellent material and brilliant 
prospects for successful seasons fail 
to live up to the standard expected of 
them because of their Inability to fuc- 
tion properly as a unit on the defense. 
The subject cannot be dealt with a 
too great a length. 


As the result of my experience as a 


player on various professional teams

REPUBLICAN MEMBERS DISCUSS 


GOVEBNOE'S MESSAGE. 


While Legislators Not Beady to Pass 


Judgment, They Discus Freely 


Certain Phases of Budget. 


Republican legislators Trill withhold 


judgment on the so-called economy 
piogram submitted by Goveror Bry- 
an Thursday until the concrete evi- 
dence is placet! before them. 
That 


•which they find to be good, they ex- 
pect to support. That which they 
consider bad will not have their votes. 
And it is too early for them to separ- 
ate the good from the bad or to de- 
cide that all is good or that all is bad. 


A large gathering of house republi- 


cans together with a number of their 
fellows from the senate held a get-to- 
gether caucus at the Grand hotel 
Thursday night The meeting was 
closed and members discussed freely 
the governor's budget message deliv- 
ered during the afternoon to the leg- 
islature in joint session. 
The sentiment of members of the 


party which holds the edge in matter 
of votes, is for constructive economy. 
Expressions of Thursday night indi- 
cate that these 
members will give 


careful attention and consideration to 
the governor's proposals when these 
are submitted in bill form so that they 
may study them. 
Nearly one-half the republican house 


membership is made up of farmers. 
Some of these representatives ex- 
pressed surprise and consternation in 
regard to certain statements by the 
governor in relation to agriculture 
and livestock. His proposal to abol- 
ish the appropriation for the eradica- 
tion of bovine tuberculosis and his re- 
marks concerning the same received 
much attention. 
He stated that the 


average life of a cow is two and one- 
half years and that tuberculosis may 
be stamped out in that length of time 
-without continuing the present plan of 
inspection. He said that beef cattle 
are inspected at the slaughter house 
These and some other things present- 
ed by the governor were disputed by 
a number of farmers.

proval of the message in the follow 


Inspection be established under which 
all inspections under the various ac- 
tivities of the present department of 
agriculture and the division of fire 
prevention, except the inspection for 
bovine tuberculosis and inspection of 
dairy herds, and that this department 
of inspection be placed directly under 
the governor. This will enable the in- 
spections to be consolidated and sim- 
plified, and later I will make recom- 
mendations for legislation that will re- 
duce the number of inspections, pro- 
vide for inspections at the source of 
supply, and recommend other inspec- 
ions "that can be made by local gov- 
rnmental units. 
The new depart- 


ment of inspection should include the 
iresent department of bureau of food, 
.rugs and oil, division of dairy indus- 
try, division of inspection, weights and 
measnres, division of standardisation 
and inspection, laboratory division, 
ire prevention inspection. 


Why Roads Are Cut. 


"In view or the probable action of 


this congress in extending the period 
to sir years from which the federal 
aid appropriation will be available, I 
recommend that the state provide for 
11,500,000 for the biennium to meet 
.he federal aid allowance for roads. 
The change in the law as has been 
jromised by the federal committee in 
charge of public highway appropria- 
tion wiJl'reduce the loss of federal aid 
n this state to a small amount for the 
lext two years, probably not to exceed 
$500,000 per year. This saving in the 
appropriation to meet federal aid, and 
Lhe reduction that should be made in 
the automobile license tax of 50 per 
cent, will represent a saving to the 
taxpayers of Nebraska on these two 
items alone of about ?4,50Q,000 for the 
biennium without seriously interfer- 
ing with good road -construction that 
is being carried out in this state. 


"I believe that the division known 


as the bureau of securities, which is 
in the trade commerce department, 
should be abolished; that legislation 
should be enacted that would provide 
severe penalties for the misrepresen- 
tation of the value of stocks and se- 
curities, and that the officers and di- 
rectors should be made personally 
liable' for criminal acts of corpora- 
tions. I also recommend that the en- 
forcement of these provisions 
be 


placed Tinder the legal department of 
the state.

The twenty-two millions that the gov- 
ernor recommends_jncludes over eight 
millions jpL^sbdMuL-federal aid funds 
and this leaves to~ be raised by taxa- 
tion $13,663,408. Governor McKelvie 
recommended "appropriations to be 
met by taxation of $12,532, 487 but this 
does not-ittclude one and one-half mil- 
lions recomended by Governor Bryan 
to be raised from taxation. 


In the course of his message the 
governor-caustically critisised the de- 
partment of agficulture. He said: 


"The department of agriculture, on 


account of its many departments, a 
number of which are educational in- 
stead of aministrative, and the num- 
erous inspections and the inspections 
being made, together with the admin- 
istration qf various and numerous de- 
partments, and the vast amount of 
monev spent, is the cause of probably 
more criticism than all the other de- 
partments connected -with the state's 
activities.-. -"" 
"The Investigation "which I have 


made of the activities of the depart- 
ment, while not as tboro as it should 
be owing-to the lack of time allotted 
to me by the budget law, leads me to

Legislators Follow With Interest 


Tabular Information Furnished 


by Tax Comimssioner on In- 


tangible Property. 


Return on intangible property for 


tax purposes was in an amount more 
than one-third greater for 1922 than 
for 1921 but the revenue from tax, due 
to a reduction of from full value to 
one-fourth, was less than 
half- the 


revenue of 1921.

The bank deposit guaranty law of 


Nebraska has justified _the conten- 
tions of those who favored and those 
who'opposed it, Dan J. Riley told the 
Kiwanis club Friday noon, and 
at 


least nine hundred of'the thousand 
state bankers have diverse views as to 
•how it should operate—the other hun- 
dred being too busy scratching around 
to come out even, to have any time 
to think of it. Mr. Riley is a banker 
at Dawson, and president of the state 
association of bankers. He explained 
that he did not pretend to represent 
the views of his thousand colleagues, 
as eighteen bagpipes playing eighteen 
different tunes at the

time

"Almost everybody has a remedy to 


suggest," Mr. Riley said, "for the 
patently inequitable features of the 
law as it now stands, making the 
sound, conservative banker pay for 
the losses of those not so sound, and 
permitting the fund 
to be stripped 


and robbed. Some would defer pay- 
ment of depositors until the bank is 
liquidated, and let them 
share the 


bank's loss to some extent. But this 
would destroy the efficacy of the law 
and bring back runs on states banks, 
now impossible. 


"Others would remove time and in- 


terest bearing deposits from the pro- 
tection of the guaranty fund. But this 
wduld only give leverage to the wild- 
cat banker, who would take away de- 
posits from sound banks by offering 
a higher rate on deposits than is jus- 
tified. 
Seventy-five pe°r cent of the 


failed banks of Nebraska, have fol- 
lowed this practice. 


"My remedy would be the creation 


of a commission of seven or nine 
bankers, eelcted by the state bankers 
and given supervision of banking 
operations in the state, in coopearOon 
wit hthe banking department This 
would put authority into the hands 
of the men who must foot the bills. 
Too many political considerations 
enter into the conduct of the state de- 
partment. A banker may go up to the 
capital and present political reasons 
why he should continue to operate his 
bank, but I would like to see him hand 
out those reasons to a" group of Ne- 
braska bankers who will share the 
loss when his bank fails. Under the 
present law the state bankers are all 
bankers, yet they have nothing to say 
about how their common interests 
shall be protected."

- -Gompers contends that there would 
b« none of the labor shortages of 
which industry complains if wages 
permitting a decent standard of living 
were paid for unskilled labor by 
American industries. Native born la- 
borers would be unskilled laborers, he 
declares, If industry paid them suf- 
ficient wages.

cial troubles and from it they fear 
more in the future. hTe communistic 
and bolshevistic tendencies manifest 
in the nation they attribute to unas- 
simUated aliens In the American body 
politic. Lesr an added influx of dis- 
gruntled untutored aliens from Eu- 
rope's hot-beds of revolution aggra- 
rate what they feel to be an already 
menacing situation here, they advo- 
cate restriction. 
Statistics show that the greatest 


flow of immigration to American ports 
is from the countries of southern and 
central Europe, countries which ex- 
haust their Quotas under the present 
law long before the expiration of the 
year. On the other hand ,the coun- 
tries of northern and western Europe 
which made up the bulk of our immi- 
gration last century, do not even 
utilise half the quotas allotted to them.

If you are goinp 
to use what is known as "strain" insu- 
lators—that is, the kind in which the 
loops of the aerial and the rope pass 
thru each other with the insulator be- 
tween them—I advise putting two or 
three in tandem in each place where 
ono is ordinarily called for.

State bankers are assuring members of the legisla- 


ture that If they wish to maintain the deposit guaranty 
fund at the top notch of safety, there must be amend- 
ments to the present law. All the profits of the last 
two years of most state banks have gone to pay 
depositors In failed banks, and with a national bank 
charter easy to obtain It is not unlikely that there 
will be many changes if the law Is left untouched. One 
amendment suggested Is that time deposits be exempted 
from the guaranty on the ground that a time deposit 
is essentially a loan to the bank for a stated period 
and ought not to have any different status than the 
ordinary loan. Another is that payment of a certain 
percentage of the deposits In a failed bank be withheld 
until quick assets of it can be turned into cash. 


Organizations operating outside the law cannot be 


permitted to exist in this country for obvious reasons. 
While some of the things they do are in the interest of 
public safety, and while the beginnings may partake'of 
the fervor for law and order that was responsible for 
,the vigilantes of early days: they finally degenerate 
into law-breakers because they operate with veiled 
Identity. A variation from this method was employes 
in Harrison, Ark., where a committee of a thousand 
citizens started to lynch railroad strikers whom they 
suspected of a campaign of sabotage, including bridge 
burning, against the railroad. We must expect this 
unless we can restore respect for law and order by 
law enforcement and obedience. ,

cents a pair. Hides are plentiful and cheap. 
There 


can be no reason for an advance in shoe prices based 
on the cost of hides ^because shoe prices never fell with 
the hide prices. There has beeri no increase In wages 
among shoe factory workers. The modern manufac- 
turer's notion that the price is what he can get Tor 
what he has to sell is responsible for this constant 
pressure for higher -prices. Where this is not neces- 
sitated by trade conditions, it is folly because It is 
breeding class bitterness. 


We read the other day where somebody'wbose name 


wag not given had argued that low prices always 
stimulate production of farm stuff because the lower 
the prices the more the farmer had to produce in order 
to pay his fired charges. It was. like, he said, the olo 


..lady that searched all over the farm for eggs in order 


to get enough for, groceries when eggs were low, but 
who took things easy when eggs were- high because 
she did not need to have as-many to get the needeu 
amount of groceries. The flaw in that sort of reasoning 
is that eventually the whole farm production scheme 
would collapse - under such conditions. At that, how- 
ever, the farmer would be a lot better off If he started 
to restrict production as does the .manufacturer, at the 
first Intimation that he will be. offered lower prices.

Senator 
Capper, who had*grown to'plutocratic proportions by 
giving advice to the farmers, said In a speech in 
congress recently that the Santa Fe, which is the 
chief railway In Kansas, is. earning 25 per cent on its 
preferred stock and 13 on its common.
